Installation Notes 

□ Windows 98SE supports the use of only one PortaCD unit at a time. 
Simultaneous and multiple PortaCD units are not supported. (How- 
ever, you may connect the PortaCD and another USB device to the 
computer simultaneously.) 

□ Avoid connecting the PortaCD to a USB hub in a cascade connec- 
tion. The hub may not correctly supply power to the PortaCD. 

□ The PortaCD conforms to suspend/resume function. Rntering the 
"suspend" command places the PortaCD in power management 
mode as per USB version 1.1. The "wakeup" command restores nor- 
mal operation. When the PortaCD is connected to a computer that 
supports the resume function, closing and opening the PortaCD 
disc cover during suspend mode awakens the computer. 



Windows 98SE 

On Windows 98SE systems, you must install the driver software from the 
included TEAC CD-2UIPU Setup Disk before you operate the PorlaCI). 
Follow the procedure below: 

Connecting to a Computer with Two USB Ports and a USB Floppy 
Disk Drive or Hub 

If the computer has two (or more) USB ports, and one USB port is 
connected to another USB device (e.g., a USB floppy disk drive or a USB 
hub), follow the procedure below:

Notes 

□ You may not be able to install Windows 9SSL if your computer hat only 
one USB port and the BIOS does not support a USB CD-ROM drive. 

□ Vol/ cannot use a USB huh for this type of installation. The driver for 
MS-DOS on the Setup Disk is unable to recognize the I'ortaCD via a 
USB hub. 

□ The driver for MS-DOS on the included Setup Disk hat a limitation to 
support only those functions required to install Windozes 9SSE. Do not 
use this driver for other purposes.

Windows 2000 includes the driver necessary to operate the USB PortaCD. 
You do not need to install any driver.

□ You cannot uninstall the driver, since it is contained in the Win- 
dows 2000 operating system. 

□ You may remove a connected USB cable from the USB port on your 
computer while the computer is turned on. However, do not discon- 
nect the cable from the PortaCD while the computer is on, or the 
computer may malfunction. 

□ Do not disconnect the PortaCD during disk operation. 

□ Do not disconnect and reconnect the USB cable from the computer 
in rapid succession.

Creating a Windows 2000 Setup Disk 

To create a Windows 2000 Setup Disk: 

1. Format four floppy disks. 

2. Insert the Windows 2000 CD-ROM into the PortaCD.

3. Access the Boot disk directory on the Windows 2000 CD-ROM.

Connecting to Audio Equipment 

The PortaCD outputs a line-level audio signal from the headphone jack. 
You can connect a 3.5 mm stereo mini-plug to the headphone jack (see 
Figure E on page 6). 

Press the 1'Liv and Slop buttons on tin- front j->anel to control playback (for 
more information, see page 3). 

Handling Discs 

□ Handle compact discs only by their edges to avoid getting finger- 
prints on the surface. Do not touch the disc's data surface (non-label 
side). 

□ Do not place discs in direct sunlight, or in locations subject to high 
humidity, high temperatures, or dusty conditions. 

_1 If cleaning the disc becomes necessary (erratic operation or visible 
dust or smudges), gently wipe the surface ol the disc from the sur- 
face to the outside edge. Do not use benzene, alcohol, thinner, or 
other solvents.
